THE l!fBIAN SCARE. 


What It Arose Fr»m and the _>ri>»a- 


feiUUea or nn Outbreak. 


The Lakaview Examiner, of the 19th, 


publishes tha subjoined account of tka 
Indian scare up north, reported in the 
JOURNAL several daps ago : 


The Reno JOUBIUL in its last issue 


contains an item in regard to Indian 
affairs at Warner valley which giyss the 
impression that ait outbreak is immin- 
ent in that section. From Mr. Jones, 
who reointly removed his family to this 
place from War'uer, we learn that tha 
Indians have for some rim« b»«n restive 
and that freqa*ut communication baa 
been kept up between Harney 
und 


Yakima Indiana uud the Piutea. The 
families of Mr. Jones and Mr. Roberts 
wore alarmed at the aspect of things 
and it was thought bast to remove them 
to a place of safety. Mr. Jon«s says, 
bowavar, that ho does not anticipate 
uny trouble with the Indians, bat re- 
moved his family as a measure of pre- 
caution. He will return to hia ranch in 
a few days. The grievance which th» 
Indians have, as learned from one of 
their squaws, lius in the removal, nt 
the time of tha Bannock outbreak, of 
several Piutes to the Yak'ima reserva- 
tion. Some time since Lee Winne- 
mnooa, now chief of the Plate tribe, 
went to Washington to try to get ou 
order for the restoration of thase Indians 
to their people, but was told by the 
officials there that it would not be done, 
and that the government was con- 
templating the removal of tbe entire 
tribe of Piutes from the Pyramid reser- 
vation to the Yakima reservation. Since 
his return Ls» Winnemucca has been 
exercising 
himself considerably over 


this matter, and the sentiment of his 
people, as stated by the squaw, is war 
in preference to removal. We are uot 
advised as to whether the government 
contemplates the removal of tbe PiuUs, 
but it is evident that the Indiana think 
such a course is proposed, and it is 
equally certain that such removal can- 
not be made without resistance on the 
part of the Indians, and which may in- 
volve the whole of eastern Oregon 
should the Indians on the east boundary 
under Chief Moses, who have been r«- 
uootad as ready to break oat, s«iz» the 
occasion. But we think th» probability 
of the government removing the Piutes 
to Yakima are very remote and that it is 
more than likely that the present feel- 
ing of uneasiness on the part of the sot- 
tiers is without good oauno. 


LATER—Since the above was in type 


we learn that a numb«r »f Indians came 
over to Warner valley, and going to the 
wickiup of Poker Jim, whoso squaw 
gave the information 
regarding the 


movements of the Indians, burned it up 
and treated the occupants so roughly 
that they left for Bidwell. 
This has a 


decidedly suspicious look, and does not 
tend to allay the apprehensions of tho 
settlers. 


Kept Ills Wealth n Secret 


The San Francisco Bulletin, of Wed- 


nesday, has the subjoined: 


Henry Thoman, a Swiss, who came 


to this State in early days, and who for 
fifteen yaars has lived at the Swiss 
Hotel, on Commercial street, died about 
ten days ago. 
When his rooms were 


searched $5,000 in money and $77,000 
in bonds, notes, etc., were found. Tho- 
man had b»ea known as a very peuuri 
ous man, and kept his wealth a secret 
from his most intimate friends. He left 
a will, of which Mr. Berton, the Swiss 
Consul, is one of the executors.

property has been willed to Thoman's 
poor relatives.
